HANDS 


Did God mean it when He said, 
“When I say to the wicked,O wick- 
ed man, thou shalt surely die; and 
thou dost not speak to warn the 
wicked from his way, that wicked 
man shall die in his iniquity; but 
his blood will I require at. thine 
hand?” If He did, those are some 
of the most solemn words a child 
of God ever faced. Yes, God meant 
it; but very few of us have ever 
taken God seriously in the matter 
of our responsibility to others. Ev- 
er since the days of Cain man has 
tried to dodge this responsibility 
and is still asking, ““Am I my bro- 
ther’s keeper?’ Nothing is taught 
more clearly in the Word of God 
than that we are our brother’s 
keeper ?”’ Nothing is taught more 
clearly in the Word of God than 
that we are our brother’s keeper 
and that we are going to have to 
account to God for this responsi- 
bility and for our influence upon 
others. 

This is what Paul meant when he 
said, “For none of us liveth to him- 
self, and no man dieth to himself 
. For we shall all stand before 
the ,judgment seat of Christ.” 
(Rom. 14: 7, 10). ‘ine teaching of 
this entire chapter deals with our 
responsibility to others and our in- 
uence on them. He brings the dis- 
cussion to a close by saying, “It.

thy brother stumbleth, or: is of- 
fended, or is made weak.” 

How can people who say they he- 
lieve this pass by the unsaved day 
by day and never make an effort 
to win them to Christ? How can 
they go month in and month out 
and not even pray for unsaved 
souls? But, not only do multitudes 
of professing Christians never at- 
tempt-to win a soul to Christ, they 
even live in such a way as to be- 
come stumbling blocks over which 
the lost stumble into hell.

This. Scripture haunts me. It has 
driven me like a slave all my min- 
istry.

I mean danger to ourselves. Hear 
the warning as we turn to our 
text: “If we tarry till the morning 
light punishment will overtake us.” 
Ah, yes! They dare not tarry. They 
dare not withhold the “Glad Tid- 
ings.” Some kind of punishment 
would surely overtake them if they 
did. And so without any more hesi- 
tation they went at once to tell 
others.. 

The Gospel has come to us, and 
through the atoning blood of Jesus 
Christ we are saved. But listen, 
we keep it at our peril. We must 
either go backwagd or .orward. We 
cannot stand still. The secret of 
growth in the Christian life is ac- 
tivity. If we lie down and do noth- 
ing for Christ we will grow 
weaker and weaker, colder and 
colder, until at last our interest 
will be all gone, and we ourselves 
will drift from the Church back 
into the world where our last state 
will be worse than our first.

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ses knew that God has said that no 
uncircumcised man should possess 
any of the land of Canaan. Yet, 
because his Gentile wife objected 
to the circumcision of their two 
sons, he was going to take them 
into the land without this sign and 
seal of God’s covenant with Israel. 
The Scripture says, “‘And it came 
to pass by the way in the inn, that 
the Lord met him, and sought to 
kill him.” (Ex. 4:24). When will 
we learn that God means what He 
says? “I believe God that it shall 
be exactly as He has said.” 


How many of us have ever taken 
Christ seriously when He says, 
“Whosoever he be of you that for- 
saketh not all that he hath, he can- 
not be my disciple?” (Luke 14:33). 
Or how many have ever seriously 
considered the following woras of 
His? “If any man come to me, and 
hate not his father, and mother, 
and wife, and children, and breth- 
ren, and sisters, yea, and his own 
life also, he cannot be my disciple.

“He is able to save them to the 
uttermost that come to God by 
him, seeing he ever liveth to make 
intercession for them.” (Heb. 7: 
25). Sometimes we are tempted to 
give up certain people and refer 
to them as “hard cases.” But, 
thank God, there are no hard cases 
for Jesus. It was as easy for Him 
to cast the seven devils out of 
Mary Magdalene and the legion of 
demons out of the man of Gadara 
as it was to cast the one evil spir- 
it out of the little boy. One word 
from Him and it was done. He who 
could speak the word and save the 
dying thief is able to save all who 
will call upon His name. As Dwight 
L.. Moody used to say, ‘““He can save 
the devil’s outcasts.” In my brief 
ministry, I have seen Him save 
drunkards, murderers, and harlots. 
I tell you, we have the message 
this oiu sin-cursed, broken, bleed- 
ing, dying world needs. I wish I 
could stand on some mountain peak 
and shout it so that it could be 
heard ’round the world: “He is able 
to save to the uttermost.” 


Some years ago I was conduct- 
ing a revival meeting under a 
brush arbor on a cattle ranch in 
North Texas in a big bend of Red 
River. One night a man came rush- 
ing up to me just before the serv- 
ice and said, “The worst man in 
this bend is out here. This man 
has killed three men in the past 
fifteen years. Nobody has ever seen 
him at a religious service before.”
